NASA’s STEREO Mission 


NASA's STEREO (Solar TErrestrial RElations 
Observatory) mission consists of two nearly identical 
spacecraft hosting an array of in situ and imaging 
instruments for studying the sun and heliosphere. 
Launched in 2005 and in orbit about the Sun near 1 
AU, the spacecraft are now swinging towards the 
farside of the sun. I will provide the latest 
information with regards to STEREO space weather data 
and also recent STEREO research.
